■ecret ue&sion yi sterday, removed the in- 
junction of se<;recy from the treaty 
entered into at Hrussels hist .Inly be- 
tween the I'nitel .Stall's and a number 
of other powers. ft)r the suiijiression ot 
the African slave friuie. The treaty has 
not yet been ratified bv the seii;ite, and 
Secretary' Blaine, in liis letlt-r trans- 
mitting it to the president, says that as 
the act provides U>r the deiM,)sil of ratifi- 
catioiia at Bru.ssels by July 2 ne.xt, it is 
very de^irabIo tliat the senate should 
take actum dui°iu^ ita prettent setiflion. 
The act embraces provisions for the re- 
pretwivdi of tht! sUve trade, and the re- 
strictions of ti>e uuiMirtatiou into and 
the sale in a certain defined zone of the 
African continent of fire arms, MBMuni- 
tiou and spiritous liquors. 

The act v signed by the reprt«enta- 
tives of eighteen nations, including the 
preeident of the United States, nearly all 
of the Lurojean soverigna. and the Sliah 
of Persia, the Sultan of Turkey and the 
Hultan of Zaazil>ar. As a means of ef- 
fecting the abolition of the slave traile. 
an international bureun is to be estab- 
lished at Zau2iljar, as well as strongly 
occupied, posts in Central Africa, the 
eons&octum of roails and railways and 
the estabttsliment of steamboats on in- 
land wiMwr>< .roppor^d taj. fortified 
posts. 

Ill the afternoon the senate h<M an- 
other executive sessiim, at which the 
treaty was read. After a brief disLna- 
■ion it went over without acticm.

Then a frightful blast of wind came and 
knocked lue down the gangway. The 
wind blew my lam]) out. 1 tried to run 
for the sk>i)e, but stumbled ami fell. 
Then .lohn Boyle and John News came 
running out. News' lamp was burning 
and by the aid of this wi> got to the 
]dace. The water came pouring after 
us as we ran. When we got to the slojs' 
the li'^ht went out. We lofit lioyle. We 
ran as ffist as we could and the water 
<-ame running after us, rising very (juick- 
ly. la hve minutes tlie water rai.sed '..'(HI 
yards to the mouth of ti)e slojje, the 
pitch of which is S;i degret--,. ' 

Maiiv causes are atlvauiOMl as to the 
cause of the ;;reat disaster. Some chiirge 
it to neglect to notify the workmen of 
the dangerous jiio.ximity of the water, 
as only a tew of the old miners knew of 
the iite,-.eiice of tile gi e.'it 1 ody of water 
in the old slo)ies. Kveii those whc) kni w 
of it had no idea that the working's were 
«lri\e;j as near to the water :u> they 
were,

Some of the miners were given warn- 
ing and ran. for their lives ahead of the 
riuhing tloo<l. Three men. John Kiner.

Karly in tlie fall it can he 
cut and fed green to supplement the fail- 
ing paturea, with little trouble and irreat 
advantage to the stock, especially niilch 
cows, enabling them to keep up a 8tea<ly 
flow of milk much longer without regular 
winter feed." Spcakinjjof the cultivation 
of norghum, Dr. ('lardy says: "Thegrouml 
should be well jirepared by thorough 
])lowing and harrowing, until a fine seed 
bed is securi'd.

"At half pa-st .5 I gave the signal 'Los!'

Crabs' Eyes for Aeld Btnmaehs. 

Crabs' eyes are employed to some e.vtent 
aa a remedy for acid stomachs. 'I'hey are 
not actually the eyes of tlie crab, but sim- 
ply small eoncret ions of liuH' found in the 
stomachs of crayllsh ut the time when 
they are iibout to cast t heir shell .uid tniike 
now ones. It is suppovcii that l hes(! l ou- 
cretions are (Ir^iuned by nature to pro\ ide 
material for the new shells. At all events, 
LaviiiK been deposited oriuinally by aui 
muls, I hi y are more readily absorU'd into 
the IniiM.m system, llefore liein;; adminis 
tertKl as medicine I hey iire pulverized. 

Oys-ter shrlls are used in [irecisely the 
same way and for the same purpose, Ix'ini^ 
prepared prelimin.arily by washiUK and pul- 
verizing. The pulverized shells are placed 
in solution in water, the heavier and 
coarser [mrticles falliu); to the bottom. Hy 
pouring olf llie solution thus obtained and 
permitting it to precipitate such fine parti- 
cles of lime lis it still retains, an exceeding' 
ly reflne<l deposit is at length aeciire<l. 
Cuttlefish lM)nes. from tiie aepia tish of 
commerce — the same that are u.sed for 
canary binlh— are ground up and used iu 
the same fashion and to serve a like medi- 
cal uaafulneMi.— Washington Star.
